Screens Approved 


City Will Aid in Installation

About 2.7 miles of m ajor 
thoroughfares 
will 
be 
eligible for screening under 
a city 
policy approved 
Monday night. 
Council members agreed 
to 
assist 
hom eow ners 
abutting such stre e ts to 
obtain a living or masonry 
screen, if 90 percent of the 
hom eow ners request 
its 
c o n s t r u c t i o n . 
M o st 
residential 
neighborhoods 
adjacent to major thorough­ 
fares 
a re 
screened 
by 
developers when the sub­ 
divisions are approved by 
the Planning and Zoning 
Commission and the City 
Council, but som e su b ­ 
divisions along FM 544, Park 
Blvd. and Parker Rd. were 
not screened before the 
individual lots were sold. 
The situation was brought 
to the attention of the council 
last month by a group of 
hom eow ners living along 
FM 544 between Stratford 
Dr. and Cloister Way who 
asked the city to construct a 
screen for safety reasons. 
The 
policy 
approved 
Monday provides that the 
city will install and maintain 
a living screen at a cost of 
$3.50 per linear foot to the 
abutting owners or p a r­ 
ticipate in the cost of a 
concrete screen up to $5 per 
linear foot. 
The type of screen and its 
financing 
will 
be 
the 
responsibility 
of 
the 
petitioning 
hom eow ners, 
although the city will accept 
secondary liens on homes to 
allow time payments, lf all 
areas eligible to participate 
in the program req u est 
assistance, the cost to the 
city would probably be about 
$70,000, according to City 
Manager David Griffin. 
The council also studied an 
annexation 
and 
zoning 
request 
from 
Shindler- 
Cummins on 
215.6 
acres 
located about 800 feet east of 
the intersection of FM 544 
and Preston Rd. After about 
an hour of discussion the 
council agreed to table the 
request 
to 
allow 
the 
developer to make another 
proposal with the help of 
council guidelines. 
C o u n c il 
m e m b e r s 
suggested 
that 
the 
tract 
should be zoned 30 acres PD- 
retail, 35 to 40 acres PD-MF- 
2 apartm ents, 40 to 50 acres 
SF-3 residential and about 


110 acres SF-2 residential. 
The council also requested 
that special attention 
be 
given to buffer zones for 
retail 
and 
ap artm en t 
districts. 
The 
developer 
had 
requested 45 acres PD- 
retail, 43 acres PD-MF-2, 47 
acres SF-3 and 80 acres SF-2 
which was reduced by the 
Planning 
and 
Zoning 
Commission to 30 acres PD- 
retail, 30 acres PD-MF-2, 25 
acres SF-3 and 130.6 acres 
SF-2. 
John M ason, re p re se n ­ 
tative of the developer, told 
the council that cu rren t 
plans are to develop the tract 
as a discount-type regional 
shopping center which would 
be a complementary m arket 
for

regional 
shopping center which is 
located across FM544. * 
In other action, the council 
approved four final plats 
including the Park Blvd. 
Overpass right-of-way and 
postponed action on the fifth 
plat which also includes a 
section of the right-of-way. 
Mayor Norman Whitsitt said 
the plat was withdrawn at 
his request and that he would 
explain his action to council 
members in an executive 
session. He added that the 
problem should be “worked 
out in a week or two.”

Under the law VA mails 
questionnaires to veterans 
on 
nonservice-connected 
pension 
rolls,

veterans receiving pension 
based on the nonservice- 
connected 
death 
of 
a 
husband, 
and 
certain 
parents who receive monthly 
checks because of the ser­ 
vice-connected death of a 
veteran or serviceman. 
Coker noted that most 
pensioners

questionnaires each year. 
There are some exceptions, 
he noted.

DEAR H.McC — My old standby for removing white 
spots from furniture is to make a paste with cold cigarette 
ashes and either butter or margarine.

My paper-towel holder is an older one made to accommo­ 
date the smaller rolls and is really overstuffed when I try to 
put in a big economy roll. To remedy this I first use a new 
roll to clean the windows and by the time it is needed in the 
kitchen, it is down to the right size for my holder. — MRS.L L

my Christmas tree skirt. When needles fall from the tree onto 
the skirt, I pull out my hidden broom and simply sweep the 
needles into my hand.

1. Keep heating equipment at top 
operating efficiency. Have it 
checked seasonally by qualified 
serviceman. 
2. Set thermostat at 68° and leave 
it. Lower to 50° 60° if you’ll be 
away several days. 
3. Weatherstrip doors and windows; 
caulk cracks to prevent drafts 
and warm air loss. 
4. Check the filter every 30 days on 
forced-air systems, lf filter is 
permanent, clean it by manufac­ 
turer’s directions; if it’s disposable, 
replace if dirty. 
5. Thorough home insulation keeps 
the warmth in. Can cut energy 
use 20% or more. Can pay for 
itself by lowering heating (and 
cooling) costs. 
6. When fireplace is not in use, keep 
damper closed. 
7. On sunny days open draperies, 
blinds to let in warmth of sun. 
8. Open outside doors as little as 
possible. 
9. Keep furniture, draperies away 
from air outlets and returns so 
air will flow easily.
